Bridge Walk, 
Taste set today 


The 25*-annual Belleville Bridge Walk 
will begin with ceremonies at 5:30 p.m. 
that will re-dedicate Doane’s Landing 
Park, which was recently renovated. 

Belleville Mayor Pro-Tem Jesse Marcotte 
will preside because Mayor Kerreen 
Conley will be in Traverse City chairing 
a meeting of the MMRMA (Michigan 
Municipal Risk Management Authority). 

At Monday’s city council meeting, 
Mayor Conley said special guests have 
been invited to the re-dedication and walk, 
including former State Rep. Kristi Pagan, 
who helped the city get the grant for the 
seawall, Congresswoman Debbie Dingell 
and Wayne County officials. 

The city also has invited all those who 
worked on building the bridge. She said 
she knows the late Chesley Odom would 
be glad they are celebrating the bridge he 
designed. She said the county allowed the 
city to put amenities on the bridge. 

After the dedication and the brief walk 
back and forth across the 2,215” bridge, a 
group picture will be taken of the walkers 
and they will all get special certificates. 

Then from 6 to 8 p.m. the Taste of 
Belleville will be held on High Street, 
organized by the Belleville Central 
Business Community. Tickets are $1 each. 
There are 13 food vendors signed up, plus 
free face painting and a chance to take a 
picture with a mermaid for a cash donation 
to Benches for Belleville. 

The last Music Lakeside concert of the 
season (Holly & the Johnnies) runs from 
7 to 9 p.m. In case of rain, the concert 
relocates to the United Methodist Church 
across the street. 

The annual Rubber Ducky Race will be 
launched on Belleville Lake at 6:30 p.m. 
by the Belleville Rotary Club. Tickets for 
the race earn funds for the Rotary’s many 
local projects. 
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Last Wednesday afternoon just after 3 on Aug. 11, a brief but violent storm passed through the tri-community, felling trees, cutting 
off power, and blocking roadways.

Belleville planners approve site plan for pot shop

At its first meeting since last December 
the Belleville Planning Commission heard 
a two-hour presentation on the site plan 
for a marijuana dispensary at 510 Savage 
Rd. and then unanimously approved it with 
conditions. 
The meeting was by Zoom and six 
members of the commission were present, 
with Henry Kurczewski and Matthew 
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Wagner absent. There is a vacancy on the 
commission. 

The conditions imposed include any 
products to be disposed of must be kept 
inside the “cage” in the indoor product 
storage area, closing time is 8 p.m., three- 
foot-tall planter boxes are the right height 
of several noted to conceal the 2’x2’ cement 
blocks, and motion activated lighting. 

Before that motion, Commissioner 
Michael Renaud made a motion, which 
was unanimously approved, to allow the 
shop to have a wooden fence with arbor 
vitae in front of it and cement blockades 
behind instead of a masonry wall along the 
side of the property facing Village Park. 

Sam Pernick said Sabah Rabiah, the 


owner of the property which they are 
leasing at 510 Savage, owns a 30’ strip of 
land between the shop and the park, which 
gives them some setback. The ordinance 
calls for a fence or wall, but the planning 
commission could give approval for the 
fence. 

Architect Alan Ogle said he did 38 similar 
buildings last year and is on 22 right now 
and, as a designer, he stresses to them all 
not to make it look like a compound. 

Pernick began his lengthy presentation 
by explaining he and his partner Nick Rifel 
presented the detailed site plan to the city 
on Feb. 22 and have received feedback 
from the city manager and DPW director.

Belleville Mayor swears in city clerk/treasurer Briana Hootman

At Monday’s meeting of the Belleville 
City Council, Mayor Kerreen Conley 
swore in the city’s new clerk/treasurer 
Briana Hootman. 

The council approved the appointment 
unanimously. She will be on probation for 
one year. 

Hootman will get $47,000 per year until 
the successful completion of Election 
Official certification from the State of 
Michigan and successful completion of the 
November 2021 election process. Then her 
pay will rise to $52,000 per year. 

Hootman had been serving as records 
clerk in the police department and City 
Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson 
recommended her for the clerk/treasurer 
position because of her skills. 

“I’m going to miss her in the office,” he 
said. “She’s proven herself to be very, very 
capable with her command of technology 
and ability” to learn quickly. 

The Civil Service Commission approved 
her employment status change on Aug. 12. 

At the end of the meeting, Clerk Hootman 
said she was looking forward to serving the 
city. 

In other business at Monday’s 51-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Approved the low bid of Randy Brown 
landscaping for $5,450 for bringing goats 
for two weeks to trim the vegetation along 
the bank at Horizon Park, plus $300 for 
spraying of the hill after the goats are done. 
It would be $500 for the spraying for years 
two and three. Salisbury Landscape Group 
of Dexter bid $29,775 for option 1 to cut 


everything now with brush cutters and 
weed whips and $9,775 for option 2 to trim 
back the worst now and come back between 
Sept. 30 and Nov. 15 to finish the clearing 
after the growing season is over. Approved 
spray per season would be $5,550; 

e Heard Councilman Ken Voigt say that 
he’d like to look at something to make the 
bank more attractive once the vegetation 
is cut. He suggested a power wash and 
said that area isn’t very boat friendly 
because there’s only one place to dock. 
“Whoever designed it wasn’t a boater,” he 
said. He suggested planting the bank with 
something like daylilies to make it more 
attractive. He said from the water this area 
now looks like an abandoned park. There 
was discussion on getting a project shovel- 
ready for the park bank in case it qualifies 
for federal funding. Deputy Administrator 
Tim McLean also said a couple of available 
grants comes off the top of his head. Voigt 
also suggested rehabbing the bathrooms; 

e Approved a resolution recognizing the 
donation of $5,000 worth of office furniture 
for the city clerk’s office. City Manager/ 
Police Chief Robinson said Roger Cadaret, 
an attorney practicing in Romulus, was 
retiring and he donated two desks, a hutch, 
and a bookcase. Mayor Conley said that 
the furniture that had been in the clerk’s 
office previously had been donated from 
the Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Department in the 1990s. It was purple, she 
said, “a strange color,” and city employees 
went over and picked it up; 

e Approved the annual city-wide yard 
sale for the weekend after Labor Day, Sept. 
11 and 12, when sales can be held without 


permits; 

e Approved the annual Monster Mutt 
Walk put on by the Belleville Central 
Business Community. It is set for noon to 2 
p.m. on Oct. 23 in Fourth Street Place. City 
Manager/Police Chief Robinson said he 
was thinking about dragging his two dogs 
to the event; 

e Approved Halloween downtown from 5 
to 7 p.m. on Friday, Oct. 29. City Manager/ 
Police Chief Robinson said he believes 
Main Street should be closed for the safety 
of those involved. “I always want to err 
on the side of caution. I want it closed,” 
he said. Councilman Voigt agreed saying 
the city is lucky it didn’t have a tragedy all 
the years the street was left open for the 
trick or treaters. Main Street will be closed 
starting at 3 p.m.; 

e Approved accounts payable in the 
amount of $117,417.41 and the following 
departmental purchases in excess of $500: 
to Blue Ribbon Contracting, $1,850 for 
repair of a water main valve on Savage 
Road; to Hennessey Engineers, $4,567.50 
from escrow for inspection of the Early 
Childhood Center; to Osborne Concrete, 
$649 for concrete for cemetery footings; 
to Pirtek, $529.30 for hydraulic hose for 
the DPW backhoe; and to R&R Fire Truck 
Repair, $3,786.41 for emergency repairs to 
Engine 451; 

e Heard City Manager/Police 
Chief Robinson congratulate Deputy 
Administrator McLean on the birth of his 
daughter. He also noted there are positive 
vibes in city hall and he welcomes everyone 
to come in and visit. McLean said he had 
been at city hall for a month now and he, 


too, praised the positive vibes at city hall; 
and 

e Heard Mike Renaud mention that the 
trees in Fourth Street Place are “really 
hurting.” DPW Director Rick Rutherford 
said he asked the person who waters the 
flowers to water the trees, too. “Somebody 
ran over one with a car,’ Rutherford 
said. He suggested with all the rain they 
may have been getting too much water. 
Robinson said the city’s landscaping 
people are now watching over the trees. 

This meeting was held with a hybrid 
mixture of in-person and virtual attendance, 
with Mayor Conley and Councilman Voigt 
present in person and the rest of the council 
present virtually. There were seven people 
in person in the council chambers.

After the Belleville City Council 
unanimously accepted the low bid of 
Randy Brown Landscaping to bring goats 
to Horizon Park to remove the vegetation 
along the water, there was some discussion. 

On Monday, Brown said he would start 
the week of Aug. 23-29 and the goats 
would be there for two weeks until about 
Sept. 11. The goats would be surrounded 
by an electric fence and they would eat 
everything down to the water, he said. If 
there were any trees left, he could cut them 
down. Then they would put on an approved 
spray to keep the growth down yearly. 

“All right, let those goats begin,” said 
Mayor Conley, adding, “Don’t feed them 
anything other than the trees.” 

Councilwoman Kelly Bates said people 
from all over may come to see Belleville’s 
goats. And, the city is getting free fertilizer 
as well, she said. 

“It’s recycling,” said Councilman Ken 
Voigt. “It seems like a silly thing to some 
people.” He explained it’s called “goat 
scaping” and has been used successfully 
in Ann Arbor parks. “Maybe it will bring 
more people into the downtown and they 
can shop in our stores.” 

Voigt was the one who told the council 
about Brown’s goat suggestion to clean up 
the shoreline. Brown said they are the same 
goats that Ann Arbor used.

On the Transfer Tax Solutions’ website it 
explains that you qualify if: “The property’s 
State Equalized Value (SEV) at the time 
the property was sold was equal to or lesser 
than the SEV on the date the property was 
purchased.” And “If you received a letter 
from Transfer Tax Solutions, this has 
already been determined for you.”

More information on 
Tuskegee Airmen 


To the editor: 

Marian Caldwell’s recent letter has 
prompted me to add a little more about 
the Tuskegee Airmen. They flew in the 
European Theatre top-of-the line P47 
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Thunderbolts and P51 Mustangs. Many 
of their missions were flying cover for the 
B17 and B24 Bombers. They shot down 
112 enemy aircraft and losing significant 
fewer escorted bombers to German pilots 
(27) than the average (46) of the other 
escort groups. Sixty-six were killed in 
action and 32 were shot down, becoming 
POWs. 

One of the pilots taken prisoner is 
Michigan native Dr. Alexander Jefferson. 
On his 19™ mission he was shot down 
while strafing a radar station and spent 
the remainder of the war in Stalag III and 
Stalag VIIA. I was privileged to meet 
Lieutenant Colonel Jefferson many years 
ago. One of his remarks that stood out when 
arriving at Stalag III was each barracks 
chose from the arriving prisoners who they 
wanted in their barrack. (Stalag II was 
featured in the movie “The Great Escape” 
with the three escape tunnels.) Everyone 
wanted Alexander Jefferson because he 
was black and not a German spy. While 
in camp Alexander Jefferson made many 
pencil drawings about life as a POW. He 
has published a book, “Red Tail Captured, 
Red Tail Free,” talking about his time as 
POW, including many of his drawings. A 
good read for anyone interested in WWII.

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Sumpter hires clerk for treasurer’s office in emergency Sunday meet

On Friday at 3:30 p.m., a special Zoom 
meeting was announced for the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees at 7 p.m., 
Sunday. 

The only item on the agenda was the hiring 
of part-time clerk in the treasurer’s office, 
Acheenia Hall of Van Buren Township, 
who would begin work the next day at the 
AFSCME wage of $20.74 per hour for 21- 
29 hours a week. 

Hall will replace Erica Campbell who was 
sworn in July 12 before being appointed 
deputy treasurer on July 13. 

Campbell had been on sick leave after 
having a positive COVID test, but Clerk 
Esther Hurst asked if she was cleared by 
her doctor to come back to work on July 16 
and she said she was. 

Clerk Hurst asked Campbell if she was 
going to be training Hall in her new job 


starting Monday and Campbell said she 
was. Hurst asked if this selection had gone 
through the hiring committee and did they 
make a recommendation and Treasurer 
Vincent Warren said a committee of 
Township Administrator Michelle Cole, 
Deputy Treasurer Campbell, and himself 
were on the committee and interviewed the 
candidates. 
“Why is this being rushed?” Hurst asked. 
“You say rushed,’ Treasurer Warren 
replied, saying they had posted the position 
for a week internally and a week externally 
and got three candidates. The first did not 
meet the hours needed, the second was late 
for the interview and so was eliminated. 
He said Hall met all the criteria and had 
knowledge of Excel and Quick Books and 
will be able to follow and to be a team 
player. 
“Why did we have to do a special 
meeting?” Hurst persisted. “Why not hire 


her at a regular board meeting?” 

Trustee Tim Rush said they have an 
absence in the treasurer’s office with Anna 
Winter going on vacation and the board 
wouldn’t meet for another week. He said 
they need to be able to collect cash and 
service the residents and Campbell will be 
overwhelmed without help. 

Trustee Matt Oddy said the board 
approved the advertising to get the person 
on July 13 and they need Hall to start the 
next day. He said they are coming off a 
COVID closure and Winter is gone. 

“Unforeseen circumstances is why we 
are doing this?” asked Hurst, referring to 
the phrase the township has been using to 
refer to COVID-19 cases. Trustee Oddy 
said, “Yes.” 

Trustee Peggy Morgan said she’s never 
seen this before, having a Sunday meeting 
in the evening on a family day. She said

even if Anna Winter is going to be gone on 
vacation, the office always has been run 
with two people. Ken Bednark was the only 
one who had three people, she said. Trustee 
Morgan said with Campbell training Hall, 
she won’t be available to serve the public. 
She asked the supervisor to explain the 
Sunday meeting. 

“I did a pretty good job of explaining it,” 
Supervisor Tim Bowman said of when he 
said the meeting was called to hire a part- 
time person to be a clerk in the treasurer’s 
office. 

Trustee Oddy started to speak about 
Campbell and Trustee Morgan said she had 
the floor. 

“Why be his mouthpiece?” Trustee 
Morgan said. “He has a mouth to speak,” 
she said of the supervisor. 

Campbell started to speak and Trustee 
Morgan told her she still had the floor. 

“You’re asking us to shut up,” Trustee 
Oddy complained. 

“I’m not asking you to shut up,” Trustee 
Morgan replied and Trustee Rush called 

ut, “Point of order!” three times. 

At this point, Trustee Oddy asked for the 
floor and Supervisor Bowman gave it to 
him. 

Oddy said Winter is out of the office 
and the deputy treasurer is coming out 
of a COVID layoff. He said he was glad 
after the death of a treasurer and the 
appointment of a new treasurer to meet on 
a Sunday or anytime for Warren.

the 14. She said the applicants they chose 
not to interview were either asking too much 
money or had a business administration 
background with very little accounting. 

Of the seven selected for interview, one 
withdrew his application the day after 
the interview because he said he was 
“shocked” at the $60,000 salary offering, 
two accepted other positions (one shared 
that he accepted Assistant Finance Director 
for Eastpointe at $82,500), three were 
impressive professionals, but did not have 
governmental or BSA software experience, 
she said. 

The last interviewee, Michelle Cole, was 
originally interviewed at the end of May 
2019, Ford went on to say in a memo to the 
township board. 

“In our negotiation process it was 
determined that she would not be available 
on Thursdays, so she would only be at 
the township four days a week,” Ford 
wrote. “At that time, we decided to 
continue to look for a qualified candidate 
who was available five days a week. 
“We have been unable to find a candidate 
anywhere near Michelle’s qualifications,” 
Ford wrote. “She has extensive 
governmental, budgeting, and BSA 
software experience. She reached out to me 
last week after seeing that our ad was still 
running, to let me know that she was still 
available in any capacity to help me out. 

“The hiring committee is recommending 
the hiring of Michelle Cole at a starting 
salary of $65,000," Ford wrote. 
Cole’s resume shows 20 years of 
progressive municipal finance experience, 
starting with Plante Moran and moving 
on to division finance officer for the 
Genesee County Water Authority in Flint, 
2009-2012; workforce management 


consultant for KRONOS; regional 
territory manager for New World Systems, 
Troy; chief financial officer for Huron- 
Clinton Metropolitan Authority, 2016- 
17; and consultant from 2012 to 2019. 
She began work at four days a week 
starting Aug. 12, 2019. 

When Tim Bowman was elected supervisor 
last fall he hired outgoing treasurer Ken 
Bednark as deputy supervisor. Then 
Bednark resigned and Bowman named 
finance director Cole to also work as his 
deputy supervisor. 

At the Aug. 10 meeting, Trustee Peggy 
Morgan asked if Cole will be working 
four or five days a week and Supervisor 
Bowman said he assumed it would be five 
days a week. 

Trustee Morgan said the township had an 
administrator in the past that didn’t work 
out and she said people in the community 
aren’t going to like it. 

She said it isn’t Cole that’s the problem, 
but the position. She said she likes Cole. 

Bowman said that was 20 years in the 
past. 

Trustee Matt Oddy said the deputy 
supervisor has been acting in the role 
of administrator. He said while elected 
officials come and go, this person would 
stay on and the board could remove her. He 
said it’s extremely costly to lose historical 
knowledge and this will stabilize the 
knowledge base. 

Trustee Don LaPorte said township 
attorney Rob Young was present 20 years 
ago and he could give some insight. 

“I remember Steve Kunselman and 
before that Glen Bowles,’ Young said. 
“Steve served in contentious times ... 
that was 20 years ago ... not sure what 
20 years ago has to do with today ... We

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had a clerk, treasurer, supervisor, police 
chief, fire chief that didn’t work out ... the 
entire board votes on this... She talks to 
me multiple times a day on legal matters

Pernick also presented an addendum to the 
plan at the meeting. 

He said they have an agreement to lease 
the property from Rabiah and will comply 
with Belleville ordinances. 

They have tentatively decided to name 
their first facility in Belleville, “Home 
Town Provisions,” which is a fairly neutral 
name. “People might not know if it’s a pot 
shop of marijuana facility as they drive 
by,” he said. 

Pernick said they are raising funds from 
friends and family and so they are not 
able to build everything permitted now so 
they are starting with their first phase, a 
marijuana retail store. 

He said they would also like to have a 
designated consumption tasting room 
because people might buy something and 
go home and find it’s not what they wanted. 
The consumption room would give them a 
chance to taste it out, he said. 

But, they are not able to have that now 
and it will come in another phase. 

He said the shop will be advertised online. 

Pernick said the State of Michigan 
requires all sales to be tracked from seed to 
sale, so they can collect all the tax revenue 
and they can try to crack down on black 
market products. 

He said they are only a retail store now 
and they will purchase from wholesalers 
across the state. He said they have an 
inventory record-keeping plan, a “metric” 
that tracks everything they’ve bought and 
sold and what they have in inventory. 

In general, he said, they will have for 
sale cannabis buds/flower, “trim” to make 
cookies and brownies, edibles, CBD oil 
products, tinctures, lotions, and devices for 
use, such as bongs. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said some of the products will have THC, 
but the CBD products traditionally don’t 
contain THC. 

Pernick said they are not licensed as a 
medical marijuana store, but the products 
are the same and people can buy what’s 
helpful. He said epilepsy patients use 
products higher in THC and some patients 
need a CBD product only. 

He said the products are not just for using 
recreationally, but a person might not have 
a medical marijuana card or the medical 
marijuana store is too far for them to travel 
to. 

He said a person has to be 21 years or 
older to enter the store. And they are 
screened in the entryway before being 


buzzed inside. He said the staff will be 
highly trained and honest and aren’t going 
to do anything improper. 

“Our butt is on the line, so to speak,” 
Pernick said of the business, adding the 
staff will be treating people with respect 
and following the law. He said if employees 
try to get away with anything, they’ll be 
gone. 

He said a consultant will be training 
the staff for at least two weeks and there 
will be between 10 and 15 employees full 
time and part time, but it could be up to 20 
because of the long hours. 

“We intend to hire Belleville residents 
first,” he said, noting it would be $17.15 an 
hour starting pay with health benefits. After 
Belleville residents are hired, they would 
go on to Van Buren Township residents. He 
said they are prioritizing hiring of veterans. 

Pernick said there are two primary owners 
of the business, himself and Rifel, who has 
a master’s degree from the University of 
Michigan. 

He said security will have multiple layers 
with security people on hand and security 
cameras inside and out recording every 
inch. Since this is a cash business there are 
provisions using an armed vehicle to pick 
up the product and deliver the payment, as 
well as trips to the bank. The two safes in 
the building will be bolted to the floor. 

Pernick said the business will be supportive 
of local community events, such as food 
drives, school supplies, adopting a stretch 
of highway to keep clean, neighborhood 
associations, and the like. 

He also stressed public health education 
and will not sell marijuana to those who it 
may harm, such as pregnant women. He 
said there are studies showing side effects 
that are harmful to pregnant women. 

“We're interested in trying to make 
money, but we don’t want people to use the 
products in ways that may be harmful to 
them,” Pernick said. 

He said they plan to put aside $10,000 for 
scholarships, but after much discussion, he 
said he would defer to the city on how to 
work out the details. He said his friend is 
the mayor of Oak Park and there they had a 
scholarship for children of police officers. 
That was his model, he said. 

City Manager/Police Chief Robinson 
said he wants to avoid any appearance 
of impropriety by singling out Belleville 
employees for scholarships because the city 
oversees the business. “Not employees,” 
he said, suggesting Belleville High School 
students could be invited to write essays 
about the marijuana industry. 

Pernick said they expect to be spending 
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$100,000 in license fees to the city of 
Belleville. 

Pernick said they have a waste disposal 
plan as required by the Marijuana 
Regulatory Agency on how to dispose of 
anything if they happen to have to throw 
something away. He suggested they might 
have to dispose of stale edibles, but nobody 
will be able to go through their garbage. 

There will be no chemicals since they 
won’t be growing anything yet, but 
potentially will in the future. He said the 
wholesale price of marijuana has fluctuated 
and there is a lot of cultivation. He said the 
wholesale price plummeted from $2,000 a 
pound to $700 a pound. He said it’s cheaper 
to buy from others. He said it costs $400 to 
$500 a pound to produce. 

“We could apply for cultivation in the 
future,” he said. 

Outgoing commission chairman Steve 
Jones said they would have to come before 
the commission for every phase. 

Commissioner John Juriga said three 
beehives were lost by a neighbor when 
a Harris Road grower threw waste in the 
yard. 

Architect Ogle said the state requires the 
way to dispose of waste. He said it is gated 
and locked and moved and moved again 
and bagged and tagged. He said there are 
only items spoiled and will be ground up 
like compost. 

“We would never let waste disposal get 
on somebody’s property,” Pernick said. 

He said they have measured the distances 
to the schools and the closest one is 1,000 
feet away. They are almost 2,000 feet away 
from Owen and 3,600 feet away from BHS. 

“We are going to surround the facility 
with 2’x2’x6’ concrete barriers,” he said, 
noting that people try to ram a truck into a 
building and take a product, like in Detroit 
or Flint. “We think it will deter the major 
issue for “smash and grabs.” 

The windows will be replaced with glass 
block windows for more security. 

When newly elected Commission 
chairman Michael Hawkins asked about 
the number of buildings on the site, Pernick 
said there were four separate buildings, 
the front building and three warehouses. 
“Some are connected, so we feel we have 
to secure them all,” Pernick said. 

After the site plan was approved, Pernick 
said, “God bless you all.” 

Architect Ogle said he got his degree 
from the Lawrence Institute of Technology 
and his thesis was on Belleville, Michigan. 
It was an award-winning design. 

“This is just the beginning,” City 
Manager/Police Chief Robinson said. “Just 
know we will make them comply with the 
ordinance.” 

Pernick said this is their first store and he 
thanked everyone. “I can tell you we will 
not let you down.”
